REMARKS 

The lengthy specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. The missing application numbers were inserted. 

The applicant accepts the Claim rejections based on 35 USC 1 12, 35 USC 102 and 35 
USC 103 put forward by the examiner on the basis of the cited references. 

Regarding the objected Claims 17-27, 29, and 31-33, the applicant rewrote these claims 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and of the 
intervening claims. The contradiction mentioned in Claims 10, which has been 
incorporated into the new independent claim, also was eliminated. 

However, the applicant disagrees that the first new independent Claim based on the 
objected Claim 17 rewritten in the independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and of the intervening claims should be limited to the cylindrical shape of the 
memory unit. If the limitations of intervening Claims (9+10+11) that precede Claim 17 
that do not specify the memory device shape are allowed in combination with Claim 17, 
why should we limit the new independent claim to the cylindrical shape of the memory 
unit. The shape of the memory device is a secondary feature that does not define the 
essence or principles of the invention. We specify the cylindrical shape of the memory 
unit later in Claim 3 1 . We kindly ask the examiner to take into account this argument. 

CONCLUSION 

For all the above reasons, the applicant submits that the specification and claims are 
now in proper form, and that the claims all define patentably over the prior art. 
Therefore, the applicant submits that this application is now in condition for allowance, 
which action he respectfully solicits.
